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on a special test at 150 pounds net pump pressure, pump units
dolivered fifteen thousand, nine hundred end eighty-seven gallons
{15,987 Gal.) per minute with ease, pumps being held well within
their rated revolubhons per minubte for capacity. .

Tt is expected that the "Alki" will be commissioned
and placed in service on or about April lst, 1928, and will per-
form in a satisfactory manner far beyound the fondest expectations
of her bhuilders.

PIRE DEPARTMENT SPORTS ASSOCTATION

During the year past, the Sports Assoclation has
been very aetive in city and state athletics, guch as baseball,
handball, etc. n Mareh, 1927, the baseball team, owing %o the
heavy expense involved, forsook the ranks of the Northwest Semi-
Pro League, of wailch they had been a member for several years, and
entered the Glass "A" Commercial Baseball League.  During the
1927 season the Department club made a very fine showing, ending
the season in & tie Tor third place in competition with nine teams,
It might be well to explain, that for the m st two years the De=
partment Baseball Team has paid 1ts own way, without support from
the members of the Department, with recelpts from admission charges
to basehall games, subseriptlons #rom eitizen fang, ete., and on
several ocossions has supporied, with its supplus funds, other
Departmental activities, such as the Orchestra, etc.

Tn the early pert of the year, the Departunent
Orchestra was reorganized and placed undew the direction of
Carroll Ae. Smullin, member of thé Dapartment and who, during the
World War, was leader of the famous San Pedro Navel Station Band,
noted as one of the Finest in the Unilted States Military Service.
The Opchestra consists of nine members of the Seattle Fire Depart-
went, and is listed by competent eritics as the bes amateur orgai-
igation of its kind in the onthwest‘ This high position has
been attained only through the ability, hard work, interest and
cooperation of its pergonne L. This aggregabtion has been kept
very busy during the year £illing some fifty-~Tfour ensgagements,
playing Tor various clubs, fraternal end ¢lvie organigations,
benefits, etc. Tt should be understood that all playing engagements
ave Pree of charge and not in eompetition with organized labor or
migielans unions, no engagements being accepted without the consent
of such bodies, or where other musioc would be hired on our refusal
to play.

Beginning December 8th, 1927, the Assoclation entered
alx double tesms of hendball players and two gingle players in the
Paoifie Northwest Hendball Tournament.

 With the exceptlon of the baseball team, 19287
activities of the Sports Associatlon were supported from the pro-
ceeds of Danees given in the Auditorium of Pire Station No. &,
Tourth Avenue and Battery Street.
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
